Resolved, That we demand of the congress of 
the United States the coinage of silver upon 
precisely the same term s with gold. 
Resolved, That we believe the so-called pro­ 
tective tariff to be w rong in principle aud per­ 
nicious in practice; that it restricts our foreign 
trade and the demand for our wheat and other 
agricultural products, and by increasing the 
cost of what we buy is thus doubly burdensome 
to the farming com m unity; that its tendency is 
to build np a privileged class, contrary to our 
theory of government, and bv creating a sur­ 
plus in the treasury to invite extravagance and 
corruption.

One of the heaviest land suits in 
the history of Minnesota was de­ 
cided ia the United States circuit 
court yesterday. 
It was the case 
of the 
Northern 
Pacific 
road 
against the Manitoba, and $4,000,- 
000 was involved. 
Upon the var­ 
ious land grants of congress to aid 
in the construction 
of railroads 
the suit 
hinged. 
The two roads 
cross near Glyudou, Minn., and 
each claim possession of 500,000 
acres of land near that point. 
The 
principal 
controvercy was as to 
which grant was made first. 
It 
was known that the plaintiffs se­ 
cured privileges under the act of 
congress of 1864. 
The defendants 
however, claim to have been grant­ 
ed the land under the act of 1857. 
Under succeeding acta, however, 
the defendants were premised to 
change the line of the road; in 
consideration of which they were 
to relinquish the land donated them 
under the original charter and in 
lieu of which they received land 
along the new route. 
Judge Brew­ 
er decided in favor of the Northern 
Pacific and dismissed the supple­ 
mental bill filed by the defend ants. 


Must be Amended. 


The Brainerd dam bill which 
passed the house some days ago 
without oppositicn, says a W ash­ 
ington dispatch, has met with a 
slight 
objection 
in the senate, 
where it will have to be amended. 
The amendment is for a provision 
under which the government may 
assume 
control of the works if 
desired by indemnifying the com­ 
pany. 
This 
amendment 
is not 
objected to by the company, aud 
was really expected to be put on 
in the house before passing there, 
at the 
time it was amended in 
another respect, but seems to have 
been an over sight there. 
The 
senate commerce committee care 
only to be consistent and to have 
such enabling laws framed alike in 
all the like cases; and the pro- 
vission is the same that was put 
upon the St. Cloud dam, and other 
dams in navigable streams. 
The 
remaining process, after tbs senate 
amendment passes, is easy, being 
the formal concurence of the house 
in the amendment. 
The latter is 
entirely in the government’s favor.

insisted on te# ping faitli with l.er pastor; 
that Bartlett's overtures became so per­ 
sistent that Mrs. Bartlett resorted to the 
expedient of overcoming him by stupefying 
him with chloroform, anil that on New 
Year's eve w hen he approached her bed 
with particularly violent demonstrations, 
Mrs. Dyson sprinkled so much chloroform 
which had been procured by Dyson, in her 
husband’s face that he fell back uncon­ 
scious and die 1 from the effects.

The reunion of surviving members of 
Iowa legislatures at Des Moines up to and 
including the Eleventh general assembly 
b r o u g h t together 1 5 0 members.

Since the decision of Judge Koon of Hen 
nepin county to* the effect that the oleo­ 
margarine and butterine law of I885wwas 
unconstitutional, thedairy commissioners 
have been in doubt as to whether they 
could prosecute uniter the law of 1881, 
which provides that anyone selling biit^er- 
ine shall be fined not leas than $2.> nor 
more than $100; or imprisoned for not less 
than thirty or more than ninety days or 
both. The question was submitted to At­ 
torney General Hahn, who held that the 
law was legal, and that the commissioners 
could prosecute uuder it which they will 
proceed to do.

For State Auditor. 


It is a notorious fact that in the 
distribution of 
state offices the 
central northern portion has been 
entirely disregarded, if not wholly 
overlooked, 
while 
the 
eastern, 
southern and 
western 
portions 
have been amply provided for. No 
state official has yet been selected 
from north of the central part of 
the state, except one from the ex­ 
treme west. 
St. Cloud, Sauk Cen­ 
tre and Alexandria are from 50 to 
70 miles south cf this central line, 
Brainerd being just north of the 
line. 
One 
official 
has 
been 
selected from Fergus Falls in the 
western portion 
This excludes in 
area at least considerably more than 
one half of the state as never hav­ 
ing been represented on the state 
ticket. People in the older sections 
of the state, are pleased to over­ 
look the fact that in the last fifteen 
years large towns and pretentious 
cities have grown into significance, 
and in many instances outstripped 
the older cities; that counties have 
become populous, and the various 
and diversified industries that in­ 
dicate enterprise and thrift have 
been extended over large areas, aad 
to the very northern limits of the 
state 
The importance of this 
vast improvement is a revelation 
that must be heeded, and cannot 
longer he ignored. 
The fiat has 
gone forth that the great north has 
a magnificent destiny in the indus­ 
trial history of Minnesota, and he 
is ;i wise statesman who recognizes 
the fact ami the factor. This claim 
to recognition will he prominently 
asserted in the coming distribution j 
of state offices. 
Col. Sleeper lias b *en frequently 
mentioned as a possible candidate 
for attorney general, but will under 
no circumstances allow his name 
to be used in this connection, his 
lawr practice and private business 
monopolizing all his time.

A Heavy Suit Decided. 


One of the heaviest land suits in 
the history of Minnesota was de­ 
cided in the United States circuit 
court yesterday. 
It was the case 
of the 
Northern 
Pacific 
road 
against the Manitoba, and $4,000,- 
000 was involved. 
Upon the var­ 
ious land grants of congress to aid 
in the construction 
of railroads 
the suit 
hinged. 
The two roads 
cross near Glyndou, Minn., and 
each claim possession of 500,000 
acres of land near that point. 
The 
principal 
controvercy was as to 
which grant was made first. 
It 
was known that the pluintiffs se­ 
cured privileges under the act of 
congress of 1864. 
The defendants 
however, claim to have been g ran t­ 
ed the land under the act of 1857. 
1 nder succeeding acts, however, 
the defendants were premitted to 
change the line of I tie road; in 
consideration of which they were 
to relinquish the land donated them 
under the original charter and in 
lieu of which they received land 
along the new route. 
Judge Brew- 
er decided in favor of the Northern 
Pacific and dismissed the supple­ 
mental bill filed by the defend ants. 


M ust be Am ended. 


The Brainerd dam bill which 
passed the house some days ago 
without opposition, says a W ash­ 
ington dispatch, has met with a 
slight 
objection 
in 
the senate, 
where it will have to be amended. 
The amendment is for a provision 
under which the government may 
assume 
control of the works if 
desired by indemnifying the com­ 
pany. 
This 
amendment 
is not 
objected to by the company, and 
was really expected to be put on 
in the house before passing there, 
at the 
time it was amended in 
another respect, but seems to have 
been an over sight 
there. 
The 
senate cemmerce committee care 
only to be consistent and to have 
such enabling laws framed alike in 
all the like cases; and the pro- 
vission is the same that was put 
upon the St. Cloud dam, and other 
dams in navigable streams. 
The 
remaining process, after ths senate 
amendment passes, is easy, being 
the formal concurence of the house 
in the amendment. 
The latter is 
entirely in the government’s favor.

Other cases were 
reported as follows: Murder in the 
second degree, 1; manslaughter in 
the first degree, 2; manslaughter 
in the socond degree, 9, in the 
fourth degree, 1; assault with in­ 
tent to kill 15: w ith intent to do 
bodily harm, 157; mayhen, 2; as­ 
sault with intent to maim, 2; rob­ 
bery, 16; criminal libel, 5; arson, 
11; burglary, 32; false pretenses, 
30; grand larencv, 332; embezzle­ 
ment, 10; forgery, 41; rape, 21; 
bastardy, 24; perjury, 7; fornica­ 
tion, 9; bigamy, 2; adultry. 5; in­ 
cest, 4; seduction, 9; violation of 
the liquor laws, 194; illegal voting 
2; contempt of court, 5; violation 
of gambling laws, 20; cruelty to 
animals, 75; and other crimes to a 
total of 2,842.
